Ground peanut hulls art? being 
used to a small extent in some 
Texas feeding stuff's. Such being 
the east* it is advisable that intor- 
mation In 
ing value 
some protein and some nitrogen 
free extract, and therefore appar­ 
ently add something to the com­ 
position of the feeding stuff in 
which they are used. Their feed­ 
ing value, however, is very low in- 
deed, as they possess a very low 
digestibility and therefore cannot 
absorbed and utilized by the 
animal. Rice hulls are generally 
recognized as having a low feed­ 
ing value, but peanut hulls have a 
lower feeding value. Some of those 
who have investigated the matter 
have gone so far as to place no 
value whatever on the 
nutritive 
value of peanut hulls. Peanut hulls 
or shells, therefore, can not be re­ 
cognized in any sense as a concen­ 
trated feeding 
stuff, 
but 
they 
must be considered as inferior to 
iln* poorest roughage ordinarily 
used, such US rice straw, wheat 
straw, barley straw, or corn cobs.

A FURTHER DEMAND FDR MORE REVENUE 
If tin* deficit in tin* government’s revenue has 
been, roughly, $36,000,000 during the last year, as 
The News’ Washington correspondent states, con­ 
gress will have to find more than an additional $40,- 
000,000, if there is not to be another deficit next 
year. 
And, in saying this,, the likelihood, if not 
the certainty, that military expenditures will la* 
much enlarged is left out of the account. 
Tlie de­ 
ficit of $36,000,000 results chiefly from tin* reduc­ 
tion of imports. 
If tin* war ,which has caused this 
reduction, is to continue another year, the falling 
off of imports is apt to he greater rather than less, 
so that customs receipts will he smaller than they 
have been during the last fiscal year. 
This is bas­ 
ed on the assumption that next year s expenditures 
will he no grgeater than last year's. 
This would 


Ih * a hazardous assumption at best; the feat of 
making one year’s expenditures less than those of 
the preceding year is one that congress has not 
yet shown the ability to perform. 
But to assume 
that next year’s expenditures will he no greater 
than last year’s becomes absurd iu view of the prac­ 
tical certainty that military expeditures will he 
greatly increased. 
Indeed if the most modern pro­ 
gram of military enlargement yet proposed shall 
he adopted by congress, the additional revenue 
necessary to ho raised shall he nearer $100,009,(KM) 
than $40,000,000. 
Something is to be deducted tor 
the diminishing pension hill. 
Last year this de­ 
creased by something like $12,000,000, it memory 
is not at fault. 
Next year the reduction must he 
oven greater, and it may become possible, within a 
few years, to finance a considerable part of our 
new military program from the savings in pension 
expenditures.

ndmlrina fight fans who follow him 
about wherever he goes. 
Willard was 
* cowboy before he became an as­ 
pirant for fistic honors. 
His associa­ 
tion with the Wild W est Show seem s 
to ha peculiarly fitting in view of hi« 


experience; in fact, it Is said, he is 
simply getting back to first principles, 
for at one time he was a cowpuncher 
on the 101 Ranch at Bliss, Oklahoma, 
from which the big show gets its name. 
Jess is an expert horseman and is 
capable of mastering the most obstrep­ 
erous cay use that ever champed a bit.
